Working  together  intensely  for 
two  months  allowed  the  boys  and  me 
to  share  many  great  moments 
together.  Even  through  long 
afternoon  rehearsals,  we  always 
remembered  to  have  fun,  and  we 
certainly  had  many  laughs!  Some 
memorable  lines:  The  sheriff, 
"Coming  M'Lady."  or  "You  -  Litde 
Marian...  You  -  Litde  Robert?".  We 
also  had  our  harried  moments,  such 
as  when  the  bushes  kept  falling  over 
the  day  of  the  performance  or  when 
our  main  bow  snapped  in  half  But  as 
they  say,  "The  show  must  go  on".  A 
few  rolls  of  duct  tape  later,  we  were 
ready  to  raise  the  curtain!  We  gave 
two  performances  on  December  10, 
1999:  one  in  the  afternoon  for  our 
students  and  ladies  Irom  Miss  Edgar's 
and  Miss  Cramp's  School,  and  one  in 
the  evening  to  a  full  house  made  up 
of  parents  and  friends.

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Millennium  Dream  Totems 

Selwyn  House  Grade  5  students'  artwork  was  displayed  at  various  art  galleries

Grade  5  students  from  five 
West  mount  schools 
participated  in  creating  masks 
on  themes  related  to  the  idea  of 
"Dreaming  our  Way"  into  the  new 
millennium.  The  masks  were 
displayed  on  five  separate  totems, 
each  about  eight  feet  tall.  Made  ol  five 
vertical  branches 
woven  with  vines 
spiraling  around 
them  to  hold  them 
together,  the  brown 
roughness  of  the 
branches  contrasted 
nicely  with  the 
colourful  masks 
hanging  on  them. 

The  theme  tor 
Selwyn  House's  two 
Grade  5  classes  that 
participated  was 
"Cultures  of  the 
World".  With  the 
help  of  a 
representative  from 
the  Visual  Arts 
Centre,  as  well  as  our 
teachers, 
M.  Martin  Cloutier, 
Mme  Nathalie  Lacroix-Maillette  and 
Mrs.  Ellen  Pinchuk,  we  had  fun 
constructing  the  masks  of  paper  and 
brightly  coloured  paints.  They  were 
trimmed  with  feathers,  strings  and 
strips  of  paper.  The  masks  evoked 
primitive  tribal  masks.  The  eyes  and 
mouths  were  drawn,  instead  of  cut, 
on  most  of  the  masks  to  indicate 
different  expressions.  There  was  not 
enough  room  on  the  totem  to  place 
all  ol  the  masks,  but  a  broad  variety 
was  displayed. 

This  contrasts  with  Roslyn 
School's  theme  ot  "Self  Portraits  for 
the  Future."  These  masks  were  made 


up  of  plastered  burlap  molds  of  faces, 
with  openings  for  eyes  and  noses, 
giving  them  a  three-dimensional 
impression.  They  were  also  trimmed 
with  feathers  and  twine. 

The  Priory  School's  theme  of 
"Native  Art  and  Culture"  had  white 
shellacked     masks,     painted     with 


images  of  human  faces  with  frayed 
hemp  for  hair. 

Westmount  Park  School's  theme 
of  "The  Essentials"  was  reflected  in 
half-face  masks  made  with  plaster  on 
gauze  molds  of  the  face,  with  cut-outs 
for  eyes  and  prominent  noses. 

Finally,  The  Study  School's  masks 
represented 
"Animal  Spirits  of 
the  Future",  and 
had  images  of  cats, 
pigs,  fish  and 
stars  in  deep 
colours  made  of 
papier  mache.  The 
metallic  paint 
trim,  without  eyes 
cut  out  gave  them 
a  more  modern, 
futuristic  look. 

The  exhibition 
was  shown  at  the 
Gallery  at  Victoria 
Hall  in 
Westmount,  from 
January  6,  2000 
to  February  17, 
2000.  The  stone 
walls  of  the  hall 
with  the  glazed  sky-lit  roof  made  an 
excellent  backdrop  for  these  artifacts. 
The  exhibition  was  originally  staged 
at  the  Visual  Arts  Centre,  which  also 
organized  this  community  art 
project,  sponsored  by  the  city  of 
Westmount. 

Traditionally,  totems  have  been 
erected  to  reflect  the  desire  to 
commemorate  what  is  honoured  and 
valued  in  a  society,  and  the  different 
themes  for  "Dreaming  our  way  into 
the  Millennium"  were  expressed  in 
evocative  and  creative  ways  by  the

Drawing  strength  through  books  helps  during  tough  times

I  have  been 
reading  up  a  storm, 
and  tempering  it  all 
with  great  mysteries 
by  Elizabeth 
George  and  Agatha 
Christie. 

Reading  is  a 
blessing  in  so 
many  ways,  and  I 
am  delighted  to  be 
able  to  share  with 
you  some  of  the 
great  books  I  have 
been  reading.  Try 
some  of  these 
books;  one  will 
suit  you,  I  am 
quite  sure. 

Perhaps  the  very  best  available 
translated  commentary  on  the  Tao  Te 
Ching  today  is  the  version  we  have  in 
our  library,  entitled,  Tao  Te  Ching;  a 
New  English  Version,  with  foreword 
and  notes,  by  Stephen  Mitchell. 

Tao  Te  Ching  is  pronounced  dow 
deh  jing  and  can  be  translated  as 
"The  Book  of  the  Way".  Taoism  as 
explained  in  the  Tao  Te  Ching  can  be 
described  as  mastering  nature.  The 
Tao  Te  Ching  is  a  basic  text,  written 


by  Lao  Tzu,  the  Chinese  philosopher 
of  Taoism. 

Huston  Smith,  author  of  the 
world-wide  respected  The  Religions  of 
Man,  has  the  following  to  say  about 
the  book:  "Stephen  Mitchell's 
rendition  of  the  Tao  Te  Ching  comes 
as  close  to  being  definitive  tor  our 
time  as  any  I  can  imagine.  It 
embodies  the  virtues  its  translator 
credits  to  the  Chinese  original;  a 
gemlike  lucidity  that  is  radiant  with 
humor,  grace,  large-heartedness  and

deep  wisdom." 

Speaking  as  a  history  major,  the 
notes  attached  to  this  book  are  the 
most  wonderful  I  have  ever  seen. 
Mitchell's  notes  inspire  thought  and 
contemplation  in  themselves. 

All  readers  seem  to  love  this  book. 
In  fact,  I  have  real  trouble  keeping  a 
copy  on  the  shelves.  I  love  this  book 
and  peruse  it  often.  You  would  not  go 
amiss  in  buying  the  deluxe  edition  of  it 
as  a  superb  gift  for  someone  you  love. 


Stephen  Mitchell  has  also  written 
poetry  {Parables  and  Portraits) ,  as  well 
as  translated  a  monumental  version  of 
the  Book  of  Job,  with  a  very  special 
introduction. 

Perhaps  my  second  favourite  is  a 
1 99 1  reprint  of  The  Gospel  according 
to  Jesus;  a  new  translation  and  guide  to 
His  essential  teachings  for  believers  and 
unbeliei'ers,  which  is  again  blessed 
with  an  extensive  note/introduction 
section  and  appendices.  Add  this  to 
Mitchell's  A  Book  of  Psalms  selected 
and  adapted  from  the 
Hebrew,  and  I  am 
pretty  well  set  up 
with  miy  own 
inspirational  library. 
Of  course,  the  most 
valuable  of  his  tools 
for  our  reference 
collection  at  Selwyn 
House  are  two  titles 
you  might  want  to 
purchase  yourself. 
The  Enlightened 
Mind;  an  Anthology 
of  Sacred  Prose 
(including  Th  e 
Koran,  The 
Upanishads,  The  Bible 
and  Rumi) ,  and 
also  The  Enlightened 
Heart;  an  Anthology 
of  Sacred  Poetry;  (including  Rilke, 
Ryokan,  William  Blake,  The  Odes  of 
Solomon  and  Lao-Tzu)  are  both 
Stephen  Mitchell  compilations  and 
dedicated  to  his  Zen  Master,  Seung 
Sahn.  Also  check  out  Dropping  Ashes 
on  the  Buddha;  The  Teaching  of  Zen 
Master  Seung  Sahn.

The  Olympic  Trip 

The  Outing  Club  takes  an  Olympic-style  trip  to  Lake  Placid

The  Outing  Club  left  for  Lake 
Placid,  New  York,  site  of  the 
1932  and  1980  Winter 
Olympics,  on  Thursday,  February  3, 
2000,  at  8:00  a.m. 

Our  first  stop  was  at  Dunkin' 
Donuts,  where  we  devoured  one  of 
the  four  main  food  groups: 
doughnuts.  We  later  checked  into  our 
motel,  The  Swiss  Acres  Inn. 

After  changing  into  our  cross- 
country ski  gear,  we  headed  to  Mt. 
Van  Hoevenberg,  where  we  began 
our  Olympic  journey.  For  most  of  us, 
it  was  our  first  time  trying  the  sport. 
Towards  the  end  oi  the  day,  we 
arrived  at  the  bobsled  run — the  same 
one  used  in  the  1980  Winter 
Olympics.  Although  the  top  halt  of 
the  run  was  closed,  it  didn't  stop  us 
from  having  a  good  time.  The  last 
sport  of  our  intense  day  was  speed 
skating,  which  we  did  on  a  rink 
located  near  a  high  school  and  next  to 
a  sports  complex.   Everyone  in  our 


group  was  tired,  as  we  sat  down  to  eat 
at  a  local  McDonald's.  The  last 
activity  of  the  day  was  what  everyone 
needed:  a  bit  of  time  to  relax.  We 
went  to  a  three-screen  movie  theatre 
on  Main  Street,  and  filled  up  on 
candy.  Most  of  us  saw  The  Green 
Mile.  On  our  way  back  to  the  motel, 
we  stopped  at  the  supermarket  to  buy 
our  lunches  for  the  next  and  best  day 
of  our  trip. 

The  next  morning,  we  all  woke  up 
early,  around  8:00  a.m.,  and  headed 
to  our  next  Olympic  site,  Whiteface 
Mountain  (highest  vertical  in  the 
east),  where  we  went  downhill  skiing 
and  snowboarding.  A  new  gondola 
had  just  been  installed,  and  it  ran 
almost  to  the  top  of  the  mountain.  By 
lunchtime,  my  ski  group  had  covered 
most  of  the  trails.  Later  in  the  day, 
the  groups  had  split  up  and  skied  in 
pairs,  which  made  the  experience 
more  enjoyable. 


We  finished  our  Olympic 
adventure  at  the  top  of  the  90-metre 
towers,  where  we  received  a  bird's- 
eye-view  of  the  Adirondack^. 

During  the  chilly  evening,  we 
shopped  on  Main  Street,  ending  the 
day  cold  and  tired.

The  Nutrition  Committee  has  met 
on  a  regular  basis  since  December 
1999.  All  of  its  members  were 
appointed  for  a  two-year  term  and 
include  Bill  Bedard,  computer 
science  teacher;  Normand  Brault, 
chef;  parents  Diane  Deruchie; 
Margot  Fortier;  Sara  Provencher;

The  mandate  is  to  review  the 
lunches  served  to  students  and  staff  at 
the  School  and  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  School  and 
our  chef  as  to  what  improvements 
can  be  made.  Our  most  difficult  task 
is  making  these  requests  reasonable, 
taking  into  account  the  limitations  of 
our    kitchen    and    keeping    expenses 


within  budget. 

The  Committee  has  taken  a 
pragmatic  approach  to  nutrition.  The 
most  important  objective  is  to 
provide  a  nutritionally  well-balanced 
menu  of  lunches  that  our  boys  will 
eat,  so  that  they  have  the  energy  to 
finish  their  day.  Menus  are  published 
in  advance  so  that  parents  can  see 
what  is  being  served.  Parents  should 
remember  that  the  boys  eat  only  five 
meals  per  week  at  Selwyn  House  and 
that  the  School  is  not  responsible  for 
a  child's  entire  nutritional  well-being. 

A  survey  of  Grade  7-11  students 
was  made  in  March  to  determine 
what  they  would  like  to  eat  lor  lunch. 
The  results  will  be  presented  to  Chef 
Brault  in  April,  to  assist  him  in 
planning  May's  menu.  More  popular 
meals  will  be  served  more  often.

Senior  Debaters  Travel  to  Toronto

On  a  frosty  morning  in 
February,  the  Senior 
Debating  Team  prepared  to 
depart  for  yet  another  tournament 
trip;  this  one  at  the  University  ot 
Toronto's  Second  Annual  Hart  House 
High  School  Championship.  Our 
team  was  comprised  of  an  unusually 
large  number  of  students:  several  teams 
of  Grade  10s — Stephane 
Levy,  lOA,  and  Adrian 
Gary,  lOB;  Sam  Grover, 
lOA,  and  Eric  Aberman, 
lOB;  Chris  Bryson,  lOB, 
and  Luke  Reid,  lOA;  as 
well  as  Alan  Murgita, 
lOB,  and  myself — and 
a  Grade  1 1  team — 
Bobby  Cranker,  1  lA,  and 
Matthew  Gore,  11 B.  The 
team  was  coached  by  Ms. 
Mastellotto,  temporary 
replacement  for  our  usual 
coach,  Ms.  Palko. 

After  arriving  by  train, 
in  the  mid-afternoon, 
we  were  all  eager  to 
begin  our  first  of  five  rounds 
of  parliamentary  debate.  The 
tournament  was  organized  and  the 
rounds  were  judged  by  University  of 
Toronto  students.  Competing  were 
over  80  high  school  students,  making 
over  40  teams.  The  first  two  rounds 
took  place  on  Friday  evening,  during 
which  everyone  debated  the 
consequences  of  the  Clarity  Bill,  a  bill 
recently  proposed  by  the  Federal 
Government,  which  outlines  the 
conditions  under  which  the 
geopolitical  partition  of  Canada  could 
take  place.  The  case  had  already  been 
prepared,  and  each  team  debated  both 
for  and  against  the  topic.  That  night, 
we  were  billeted  by  the  University's 
students  in  residences. 


Following  a  much-needed  rest,  we 
prepared  ourselves  for  a  grueling  day 
of  debate.  Early  Saturday  morning, 
after  a  light  breakfast,  we  began  the 
first  of  the  final  three  rounds  of 
debate.  These  were  impromptu 
debates,  meaning  their  topics  were 
assigned  a  mere  1 5  minutes  before 
the  rounds  began.  Such  an  exercise 


calls  for  strong  nerves,  quick 
preparation  and  efficient  teamwork. 
Resolutions  in  these  rounds  varied 
from  debates  on  animal  testing,  to 
funding  for  religious  school  boards, 
to  the  legitimacy  of  censorship. 
Clearly,  a  debater  must  be  able  to 
think  quickly  on  his  or  her  feet! 

After  the  final  three  impromptu 
rounds,  the  debaters  were  exhausted, 
to  say  the  least,  but  relieved  to  have 
completed  the  five  challenging 
rounds  of  debate.  We  were  all  treated 
to  a  banquet  lunch,  after  which  the 
two  teams  to  compete  in  the  final 
round  were  announced,  one  of  which 
was  our  own — Luke  Reid  and  Chris 
Bryson.  The  finals  were  also 
impromptu,   and  were   held   in   the 


famous  Debates  Room  at  Hart 
House,  where  such  notable  orators  as 
John  F.  Kennedy  have  spoken.  The 
Selwyn  team  lost  the  very  demanding 
final  round,  finishing  second-place 
team  in  the  tournament:  a  fine 
accomplishment. 

Many  other  successes  were  to  be 
had  by  the  team.  Adrian  Gary, 
Luke  Reid  and  Stephane 
Levy  placed  in  the 
top-20  speakers,  finishing 
eighteenth,  fourteenth 
and  thirteenth  place, 
respectively,  and  I  placed 
in  the  top-ten  speakers, 
finishing  fourth  place.  In 
addition  to  the  second- 
place  finish  of  Luke  and 
Chris  as  a  team,  two  other 
teams  came  in  the  top  ten: 
Stephane  and  Adrian 
(fourth-place  team 
overall),  as  well  as  Eric 
Aberman  and  Sam  Grover 
(ninth-place  team  overall). 
Returning  home  late 
Saturday  night,  we  were  all  quite 
pleased  with  the  success  enjoyed  over 
the  past  two  days.  Despite  the 
intensity  and  briefness  of  our  trip,  we 
were  able  to  have  an  invaluable 
experience.  We  must  thank  our 
coach,  Ms.  Mastellotto,  and  the 
Headmaster,  Mr.  Mitchell,  for 
giving  us  the  opportunity  to  take 
part  in  the  tournament.

Public  Speaking 

After  winning  the  Quebec  Provincial  Championships, 
Luke  Reid  competes  at  the  national  level

I  had  the  privilege  of  competing  in 
the  Quebec  Provincial  Public 
Speaking  Championships  on 
November  23,  1999.  Due  mostly  to 
luck  and  some  skill,  I  was  able  to 
finish  first  at  this  competition. 
Because  of  this  achievement,  I  was 
also  privileged  enough  to  compete 
with  the  top-20  public  speakers  and 
debaters  (two  representing  each 
province)  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  at 
this  year's  National  Public  Speaking 
Competition,  from  February  1 1  to 
the  16,  2000.  Hosted  by  St.  Johns 
Ravenscourt  and  excellently 
organized  by  coach  John  Robinson, 
the  tournament  was  a  complete  and 
utter  success. 

Each  competitor  needed  to 
participate  in  four  separate  categories 
ot  speech:  persuasive  speaking, 
interpretive  reading,  impromptu 
speaking  and  debating.  The 
persuasive  speaking  and  interpretive 
reading  categories  are  both  prepared; 
whereas,  the  other  two,  impromptu 
speaking  and  debating,  are,  as  the 
name  suggests,  impromptu.  For  the 
persuasive  speaking  competition, 
each  one  of  us  had  to  prepare  a  six-  to 
13-minute  speech  in  which  we 
presented  a  serious  problem  in  todays 
society  and  then  provided  a  plausible 
solution.  Interpretive  reading  requires 
the  participant  to  select  a  passage  of 
prose  or  poetry  and,  by  reading  it 
aloud,  bring  it  to  life  tor  the 
audience;  six  to  13  minutes  applies  to 
this  category  as  well. 

For  the  persuasive  speaking,  I 
chose  to  speak  about  the  present 
corporate  and  governmental  control 
over  the  media  and  how  this  effects 
each  one  of  us  in  our  democratic 
society.  Ken  Kesey's  classic  novel  One 
Flew      Over      the      Cuckoo's      Nest, 


subsequently  served  as  my  piece  ot 
literature.  The  last  two  categories  are 
where  things  get  tricky.  In  impromptu 
speaking,  you  are  given  a  choice  of 
three  topics.  You  must  choose  one  ot 
these  topics  and  write  a  three-  to  five- 
minute  speech  all  within  two  minutes. 
In  the  debating  category,  also 
impromptu,  we  were  required  to  use 
the  standard  form  of  parliamentary 
style,  in  which  the  government  and 
opposition  (both  consisting  of  two 
individual  speakers)  are  given  a 
resolution  to  debate,  and  ten  minutes 
later,  they  do  exactly  that:  debate. 

Truthfully,  on  the  morning  of  the 
final  rounds,  as  Mr.  Robinson  read 
out  the  finalists,  I  was  more  content 
to  be  done  than  worried  about  being 
one  of  those  finalists.  Luckily,  though, 
I  did  make  finals  in  the  persuasive 
speaking  category.  As  the  students 
from  St.  John's  Ravenscourt's  Grade  2 
class  assembled  within  the  theatre,  I 
honestly  wondered  if  the  younger 
students  would  thoroughly 
understand  my  speech.  In  retrospect, 
however,  their  glazed  look  of 
contusion  proved  much  more 
consoling  than  the  adults'  look  of 
stern  skepticism.  In  the  end,  I  did  not 
make  podium  in  persuasive  speaking; 
however,  I  was  fortunate  enough  to 
place  ninth  overall  in  Canada. 

I  had  never  been  to  Winnipeg,  and 
was  looking  forward  to  some 
sightseeing.  Although  the  competition 
schedule  was  rigorous,  I  was  provided  a 
brief  view  of  the  city. 

I  can  honestly  say  that  I  have  never 
competed  against  such  a  concentrated 
group  of  extremely  talented  young 
men  and  women.  From  the  moment 
I  arrived  and  socialized  with  the  other 
competitors,  I  quickly  understood 
that   the   theme  of  this   tournament 


was  not  one  of  competition  but  of 
simply  fun.  Ms.  Biggs,  whom  I  am 
privileged  enough  to  be  coached  by, 
once  told  me  that  the  greatest 
advantage  in  public  speaking  is 
experience.  This  one  was  no  doubt  a 
complete  learning  experience.  I 
realized  about  halfway  through  the 
final  round,  as  I  took  a  last  glance  at 
my  notes,  that  it  was  far  more 
valuable  to  simply  listen  and  learn 
from  the  incredible  amount  of  talent 
I  had  before  me  than  to  fret  about  my 
speech.  I  believe  every  single  one  us 
competing  learned  something  from 
one  another,  and  I  know  we  all  had  a 
lot  of  fun! 

Just  when  I  thought  public 
speaking  was  over  for  the  rest  of  the 
year,  I  returned  home  to  fmd  myself 
competing  in  a  matter  of  four  days. 
This  time  it  was  the  QAIS 
After-Dinner  Public  Speaking 
Competition.  A  speech  which  is 
supposed  to  entertain  and  inform  at 
the  same  time,  the  after-dinner 
format  challenges  the  speaker  to 
adopt  a  new  persona  and  allows  the 
audience  to  become  someone  else  for 
three  and  half  minutes.  Here  too, 
there  was  an  abundance  of  talent, 
where  speakers  spoke  as  apathetic 
academics.  Bill  Clinton  and  Charlie 
Browns.  I,  however,  was  Bobby 
Graham-Cracker,  televangelist  to  the 
Lord  and  swindler  to  the  masses. 

All  in  all,  these  competitions 
provided  me  with  two  new  wonderful 
experiences  that  I  will  remember  and 
cherish  for  the  rest  of  my  life.  I  will 
also,  hopefully,  utilize  all  the  valuable 
information  I  have  learned  in  order  to 
improve  my  public-speaking  skills. 
Ms.  Biggs  would  certainly  agree  they 
need  some  improvement!   'S^

The  Selivyn  House  Robotics  Team  wins  first  prize 
for  best  Web  site  at  this  year  s  robotics  competition

Bright  and  early  on  a  Thursday 
morning,  the  Selwyn  House 
Robotics  Team  left  Westmount 
for  Hamilton,  Ontario.  From  March 
2  to  March  5,  the  team  of  thirty-one 
students,  four  teachers  and  two 
mentors  was  to  compete  in  a  national 
robotics  competition.  This  seven- 
year-old  competition  is  run  by  an 
Ontario-based  organization,  Canada 
FIRST  (For  Inspiration  and 
Recognition  of  Science  and 
Technology).  Spirits  were  high  as  we 
prepared  for  this  weekend  of 
engineering,  competition  and  fun. 

Each  year,  Canada  FIRST  selects  a 
different  game  lor  robots  to  play.  Past 
sports  have  included  basketball,  tic- 
tac-toe  and  soccer.  Last  year's  game, 
curling,  proved  to  be  Selwyn  House's 
best  year,  where  our  robot  won  the 
SPAR  Canadarm  award  for  winning 
the  game,  as  well  as  winning  best 
design  and  strategy.  This  year,  they 
selected  Canada's  national  sport: 
hockey. 

Teams  were  to  build  a  robot 
capable  of  playing  their  modified 
form  of  the  sport.  Every  team  had 
three  pucks  that  they  had  to  shoot 
into  a  net.  A  robotic  goalie  stood 
between  the  pucks  and  the  goal  line.

A  one-hundred- 
page  engineering  binder 
documenting  the  team's  robot  and 
the  process  of  creating  it,  a  short 
video  telling  the  story  of  the  robot's 
conception  and  a  Web  page  devoted 
to  the  team  and  its  robot  must  all  be 
completed  as  well.  This  year,  our  Web 
page  team  took  top  honours  as  the 
site  won  first  place  in  its  category. 

This  year,  despite  the  efforts  of  the 
engineering  team  and  our  drivers,  our 
robot  came  just  short  of  making  the 
playoffs,  although  we  did  finish 
among  the  top-ten  teams. 
Marianopolis  College  —  partly 
composed  of  Selwyn  House  Old 
Boys — had  a  stunning  finish  in 
second  place.

Selwyn  House  Senior  Hockey  Team  tours  the 
Scandinavian  countries  of  Denmark,  Sweden  and  Norway

On  January  26,  2000,  the  Selwyn

Montreal  for  Copenhagen, 
Denmark,  and  the  beginning  of  a 
remarkable  ten-day  hockey  tour  through 
Denmark,  Sweden  and  Norway.

The 
Norwegians  were  awaiting  our  arrival, 
and  had  a  formidable  crowd  of 
spectators  in  the  arena,  including  a  TV 
crew  to  broadcast  the  game.

After  the  game,  the  opposing  team 
showed  great  hospitality,  as  we  had 
dinner  with  them  in  a  nearby 
restaurant,  paid  lor  by  the  Tonsberg  city 
council.  After  a  short  celebration,  it  was 
back    to    business,    as    we    departed 


Tonsberg  for  Lillehammer,  site  of  the 
1994  Winter  Olympic  Games. 

After  arriving  in  Lillehammer,  we 
did  a  bit  of  sightseeing.  The 
Lillehammer  team,  made  up  of  players 
ftom  across  Norway,  defeated  us  by  a 
score  ot  5-2.  After  the  game,  we  met  our 
billets  from  the  other  team,  and  split  up 
for  the  first  night  of  our  tour.
